AN EDITORIAL 


Let’s think together on this— 

The annual Community Chest campaign for the Greater 
Atlanta area. 

First, let’s clear away two of the usual questions by 
those who don’t know. 

The first is aimed at correcting the thinking of the per- 
son who says: “I don’t see why these people can’t go to 
work; there are jobs.” 

The answer is that not now, or in the past, have the Com- 
munit¥Chest funds gone to those who could work, It has 
never been in the field of direct relief and has never dupli- 
cated the work of any State or Federal department. 

The second is an answer to the statement: “I’ve heard 
the overhead is too much.” 

It isn’t. Anyone who cares may know what it is. It is 
a small fraction of each dollar given. There is no agency 
anywhere which gives more efficient service. Your dollar 
goes almost entirely to do the job for which you give it. 

Now, then, let’s go ahead. 

What does the Community Chest do? 

It supports more than 20 agencies, which, in turn, do 
the particular job for which they are organized and trained 
to dé. 

A number .of these agencies are concerned with chil- 
dren the Nillside Cottages, the Florence Crittenden 
Home, the Sheltering Arms, the Gate City Day Nursery 
Association, Family Welfare Association, Child Welfare 
Association, the Atlanta Child’s Home, the Atlanta Boys 
Club, the: Camp Fire Girls, the Boy Scouts ... all these 
deal with children and the problems of orphans, abandoned 
children, children whose families cannot care for them, 
children whose parents are in courts or jails, children of 
parents who have tuberculosis or other ills... the thou- 
sands of helpless, innocent children who must be cared 
for and developed into citizens, or abandoned to the winds 
of chance to die or grow up into criminals or worse. 

There is no question of jobs here, but of humanity and 
of the teachings of the Nazarene who said: “Even as ye do 
unto the least of these——-” 

The Home for the Incurables is another. The Carrie 
Steel Putts home still another. The Salvation Army is 
on the list. 

These carry on programs of rescue and rehabilitation. 

The Atlanta Legal Aid Society, providing legal advice 
to the poor and uninformed who otherwise would be the 
prey of ghoulish shysters, loan sharks and designing birds 
of prey to be found in every city, is on'the list. 

So is the Travelers Aid Society. Every day it has cases 
of pitiful women and children, destitute old persons, who 
are trying to get to some place that will shelter them and 
have no funds. 

In our hurry and confusion that has followed the end 
of the war we must not forget that this war, being the 
greatest, has produced the largest crop of broken homes, 
of abandoned mothers and children, of unmarried mothers 
and children, of broken persons. 

The need‘is greater. 

Every agency in the list is tested and proved. 

The USO is one. It still must go on, as our Army goes on. 
Our sons still are in service and must not be neglected 
merely because the shooting has stopped. 

For some reason Atlantans, because of a lack of under- 
standing, have given less per capita than other cities of 
comparable size ... less than Birmingham, less than Rich- 
mond, less than Memphis, less than the smaller city of 
Chattanooga. 

This year we are being asked to give to the most effi- 
cient, worthy cause presented to us each year—our Com- 
munity Chest Fund.

Gen. Henry T, Dowling, 98, At- 
lanta veteran of the War Between 
the States, elected commander- 
in-chief of the United Confederate 
Veterans at their recent reunion 
in Mississippi, smiled from under 
his white mustache and beard yes- 
terday and said: 

“I don’t know whether I won 
the election because of my good 
looks or my winning ways!” 

For the General has both. 
PERSONALITY FORCEFUL 

Gen. Dowling, who lives in the 
Confederate Home here, looks just 
as a Confederate veteran should 

look. He has silky white hair 
that curls a little in back: a dis 
tinguished bearded face, only 
Slightly lined; a long = aquiline 
nose and ocean-blue, deep-set eyes. 

His personality is as forceful 
as his appearance. He has a kéen 
mind, an ever-present cheerfulness 
and a sense of humor that would 
shame a radio gag writer. 

“T’ll carry my sense of humor 
to my grave,” he promises. 

Gen. Dowling, leaning forward 
in his rocking chair with both 
hands on his cane, was more than 
glad to report the lowdown on the 
fifty-sixth annual reunion of Con. 
federate Veterans in Biloxi this 
month, 

“I’m glad The Constifution sent 
| a woman reporter out here,” he 
began. “I've been interviewed by 
men until I’m tired of it.” 

“HE'S A LADY’S MAN 


“He's just a lady's man,” inter- 
posed Mrs. Jennie D. Poe, Super- 
intendent of the Confederate 
Home. 

“Well, it was a big meeting we 
had,’ Gen. Dowling said. “There 
were eight Confederate veterans 
there. Gen. Colly, of North Caro- 
lina, 102, was the oldest. Gen. 
Walton, of Mississippi—he’s 96— 
was the youngest. We talked 
over old times some, but we talk- 
ed mostly about this last war. 
That old war is done, and we 
don't study about that much now. 
I had just as soon not fight if over 
again.” 

The veterans were royally en- 
tertained. 

CRUISE IN THE GULF 

“They took us on a boat ride out 
in the Gulf of Mexico,” said Gen. 
Dowling. “They took us in auto- 
mobiles over to see the home of 
Jefferson Davis. Then on the last 
night, they gave us a big ball.... 
I didn’t dance because of a stiff 
knee, but I saw one or two of the 
| boys dancing. I've done plenty of 
dancing in my time. I danced and 
fiddied both. I was a fiddler.” 

There wasn’t much _ business 
transacted at the reunion-——except 
for the election and the decision 
to meet next year in Chattanooga, 
Gen. Dowling explained, adding: 

“I’m gonna be at that next re 
union with both feet.” 


RELATES HIS EBISTORY

Then Starnes alleges that over- 
Macon Textile Mills 
distribute copies of “The Trum- 
pet” to men on the job, that super- 
visory employes who agitate 
against the union receive special 
privileges and that, in the case of 
the Bibb Mills, employes who are 
fired for union activities are evict- 
ed from the homes of which Bibb 
is the landlord. 

On one occasion, it seems fairly 
well substantiated that an official 
of a mill drove up on the sidewalk, 
almost knocking Starnes down, On 
another, occurring outside the Ma- 
con Textile Mills, the organizers’ 
efforts to distribute CIO literature 
were interrupted when a mill 
worker is reported to have urged 
other employes to “Get out there 
and stop them.” 

FREE-FOR-ALL AVERTED 

Starnes claims that a free-for-all 
was averted by the fact that the 
organizers had brought along rein- 
forcements to prevent just such a 
thing. D. W. Barnes, manager of 
the mill, described the union group 
on this occasion as being composed 
of about ‘30 thugs with sticks.” 

On Sept. 4, the United Textile 
Workers of America called off an 
NLRB election which already had 
begun, charging that the Macon 
Textile Mills was preventing 
union members from even enter- 
ing the grounds to vote. That 
night, the CIO was hung in effigy 
outside the Paine Mill, owned by 
Bibb ;

' Concerning the Klan, a news- 
'paper article of Oct. 2 reported 
'that between 43 and 52 men, most 
of them supervisory employes of 
textile plants, had gone-to Atlanta 
‘to join the ra: and had filed 
/application for aj charter. 

| Bowden and E, Julian 
Peacock, Sheriff of Bibb County, 
have taken the position that it is 
not illegal for the Klan to estab- 
lish a branch here. Sheriff Pea- 
cock remarked, however, that he 
would tolerate “no hooliganism or 
terrorism in Bibb County by the 
Ku Klux Klan or any other or- 
ganization,” adding that to his 
knowledge the Klan had not yet 
been active in the area. 

The group of businessmen which 
has met on several occasions seems 
to have grown out of the inability 
of management under present laws 
to present its side of the picture. 
Its ostensible purpose is to present 
the facts behind certain of labor’s 
claims so that the people of Ma- 
con may decide the truth for 
themselves. 

Announcement of its existence 
drew a bitter denunciation from 
Bittner in Atlanta last week, who 
said he saw in it the seeds of a 
conspiracy against labor.

INSURANCE COVERAGE 

The Bibb Company is revising 
its insurance coverage for em- 
ployes and is talking over details 
of a hospitalization plan. In ad- 
dition, it has opened up $5,000,000 
worth of stock for employe sub- 
scription which Starnes is quick 
to point out is non-voting stock. 

“We haven’t refused to do any- 
thing for the betterment of our 
people that they wanted,” the 
same official claimed, illustrating 
this statement by reference to the 
Bibb Mills’. athletic teams, news- 
paper, swimming pools, Summer 
camps, frée clinics and 
service work.

In addition, town 
officials in the past have worked 
consciously or unconsciously in 
the companies’ interests, one glar 
ing example of which oecurred 
last year when the late Sheriff 
Hicks jailed a labor organizer for 
union activity and set hig bond 
at $75,000. This type of thing 
has not been carried on during 
Peacock’s term as Sheriff, how- 
ever. é 
CIO ADVERTISEMENT 

Last Tuesday, a CIO advVertise- 
ment in both Macon new&papers 
charged that textile ifiterests 
were responsible for keeping Ford 
and Goodyear plants out 6f Ma- 
con in fear they would Rave to 
provide their own workers with 
decent wages and working con- 
ditions. A Federal housing proj- 
ect also was killed by the same 
interests, it was alleged. 

Buford Boone, Editor of the 
Macon Telegraph, dug into the 
background of these claimis in an 
editorial which showed that re- 
sponsible officials and business- 
men in a position to know consid- 
ered the CIO’s allegations with- 
out foundation. Starnes, however, 
said he was in possession of af- 
fidavits which he would present 
when NLRB hearings begin. 

Aceording to Charles Gillman, 
director of the CIO drive in Geor- 
gia, the battle lines have been 
drawn, 

“The CIO is in Macon to stay,” 
he asserted. 

NLRB officials in Atlanta have 
remarked that when and if the 
board assumes the CIO's allewa 
tions of unfair labor practices as 
charges, ‘‘there will be plenty of 
news out of Macon.” 

Meanwhile, W. R. (Pop) Smith, 
Editor of the Macon News, who 
for years has been in touch with 
the struggle between labor and 
management, observed in sum- 
mary: 

“Things here have just about 
reached the boiling point!”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19—Amer- 
ican Action, Inc., recently publl- 
cized as a successor to the Amer- 
ica First Committee, soon will 
move into Georgia to endeavor to 
enlist support behind its purport- 
ed aim to “combat Communism 
in the United States.” 

Edward A. Hayes, a Chicago 
sttorney and national chairman of

Louis. His father, also Thomas 
Pascal Thornton, was general car 
foreman at the time. 

Known the length of all lines 
in the South as a man who “takes 
hold and makes his lifts’ with a 
maximum of safety, Uncle Tom 
hag never been injured in line of 
duty—and he is happy to see that 
improvements in equipment have 
reduced accidents in all phases of 
railroading. 

Foolish accidents make him im- 
patient and he points to one of his 
pictures as tragic evidence of care- 
lessness. In 1924 a single stick of 
cord wood, dropped on the tracks 
at Glenwood Avenue, caused a dis

Georgia is treating its mentally 
ill citizens more kindly ‘than ever 
in the history of the State, but it 
is a tragic fact that care of the 
insane is falling short of its goal 
because those who are equipped to 
create order from mental chaos 
are learning that the grass grows 
greener on the Federal side of the 
fence. 

They are signing up with the 
Veterans’ Administration, which 
announced some time ago with un 
derstandable logic, it would have 
the workers needed to staff its 
hospitals for servicemen no mat- 
ter what it took to get them. 

After 23 years at the State Hos- 
pital at Milledgeville Dr. Clarence 
G. Cox, who served one year as 
director of Gracewood Hospital for 
the Feeble-Minded, and the last 
three as clinical director at Mill- 
edgeville, will leave the institution 
Nov. 1 for the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration. 

Other less important attendants 
at the mammoth hospital are 
swerving toward the security of 
the merit system and old-age re- 
tirement benefits which the State 
does not yet offer them at Mill- 
edgeville.

REFRESHINGLY FRANK 

Certainly Welles thinks he could 
have done it better himself.

He is refreshingly—frank~about 
other diplomats: 

Stettinius is “devoid of any 
knowledge of international rela- 
tions or even modern history.”

Pauley is scathingly presented 
as the diplomatic who “blithely 
conceded” to Moscow all “Ger- 
man assets” outside Germany in 
countries occupied by Russia, un- 
aware that most of these were il- 
legally seized by the Nazis in the 
first place. Result: incredible 
confusion and mortally dangerous 
bickering plus impoverishment by 
the twice swindled population. 

Welles believes that foreign pol- 
icy since Roosevelt’s death has 
been handled with tragic incom- 
petence. He refuses to concede 
that some of the errors date back 
to his own regime as Undersecre- 
tary of State while others were 
at least in part the errors made 
by FDR himself. 


MAJOR ARGUMENTS 

If a detailed and specific plan 
for the postwar rule of Gesmany 
(not merely a vague over-all 
statement) should have been 
made, it should have been made 
at Yalta. Welles consistently 
blames us for making concessions 
on matters of principle to Rus- 
sia. Yet how much easier it 
would have been to demand a 
truly democratic postwar set-up 
while Russia still needed our 
lend-lease and FDR was 


i alive. 


Several of Welles’ major argu- 
ments are undeniable: We have 
gone to conferences poorly pre- 
pared and = sometimes poorly 
staffed; we have somehow man- 
aged to seriously weaken hemi- 
spheric unity; our policy in Ger- 
many is virtually no policy at all: 
we have cynically (or fearfully) 
allowed Russia to rape Eastern 


| Furope. 


But in every case where Byrnes 
has shown strength Welles finds 
him intransigent; wherever Byrnes 
has made concessions Welles calls 
it appeasement. Just how could 
we have demanded all that Welles 
wants without going to war with 
Russia? 


WHERE WU. 8S. ERRED 

It is always easier to write in 
a vacuu) Many, many things 
were weak, disreputable and ill- 
planned during the years when 
Welles himself was helping make 
and implement that policy. 

We were wrong ‘in letting 
Franco come to power, We were 
wrong in letting Japan get scrap 
and oil. We were probably wrong 
in not forcing concessions from 
both England and _ Russia to 
promise co-operation in creating 
a better and more democratic 
postwar world, 

Certainly it is true that in the 
year the Big Three has bru- 
tally ignored the rights of smaller 
nutions. We have been stupid on 
seas and five continents. 

And the Paris peace conference 
despite small victories may be 
“one of the most cynical devices 
to which the United States has 
lent itself.”” But it would be inter- 
esting to see just what Welles 
could have done in the face of 
the rage and fear generated by 
the atomic bomb; the imperialistic 
swagger being generated in Mos- 
cow; the imperialistic swagger be- 
ing assumed by the turncoat labor 
government in England: universal 
cynicism, poverty, hunger and ha-

Sales Tax There is a strong group of tax students who believe 

the general sales tax is the fairest of all. Yet this 
has an obvious injustice, just because the poorer men must, by 
very necessity, spend a larger proportion of his income than the 
richer citizen need.

Morrison lists Johnson grass, su- 
dan grass, the sorghums, choke- 
berry, Christmasberry, black cher- 
ry, arrow grass and velvet grass, 
as the worst offenders. We quote 
him further: “The poisonous prop- 
erty usually develops in dangerous 
amounts only when the normal 
growth of the plants is checked 
or stopped by drouth, frost, tram- 
pling, mowing or wilting. Young 
plants may contain much more of 
the poison than when growth is 
well advanced. It is therefore not 
advisable to pasture cattle or 
sheep on young or second growth 
sorghum.”’ 


DR. MORRISON continues: 
“Plants on poor soil contain less 
prussic acid than those on rich 
soil, especially that high in nitro- 
gen. ... When sorghum or other 
forage is thoroughly cured as hay 
or dry fodder, the poisonous prop- 
erty is usually destroyed and si- 
lage is ordinarily safe. . Stock 
affected by the poison often die 
in a very few minutes after eating 
amount of the. dan- 
perhaps only a few 
Therefore there is 
usually no time for treatment. The 
| only safe way is to turn an animal 
‘of little value in the field, first. 
no poisonous effects are ob- 
| served, the rest of the stock may 
then be allowed to graze the crop.” 

Morrison reminds us, too, that 
‘horses and swine are not nearly 
as susceptible to the poisoning as 
‘are cattle. We consulted our 
friend, Zenas Massey, who pre- 
sides over the animal husbandry 
department at the Georgia Experi- 
ment Station, and it is his consid- 
ered opinion that such crops as 
Johnson grass, Sudan grass, hegari 
._j|and.other sorghums, should be 
‘mowed and allowed to cure, be 
fore offering them to cattle. This 
would seem to be the best possi- 
ble practice, especially with the 
sorghums. In following the sug- 
gestion of Dr. Morrison as to plac- 
ing a worthless animal in the dan- 
gerous field, it would be sensible 
‘for the farmer to have a trocar 
'with him so that he could deflate

Ma: any farmers have been letting their cattle into fields where 
Johnson grass abounds and have been getting away with this prac- 
Johnson grass has a way of accumulating 
dangerous amounts of prussic acid when it is struck by frost or drouth. 


ing herd into a field where there 
was a small amount of Johnson 
grass (there was a shortage of pas- 
ture),. and within an hour there 
were 19 animals down on the 
grounds with. critical cases of 
bloat. We lost seven or eight of 
the animals. Those which were 
deflated in time to relieve the ter- 
rible pressure on their hearts, 
were saved and were up and do- 
ing within a few minutes. Thus 
the trocar was worth its weight 
in gold. (Your veterinarian will 
gladly teach you how to use the 
trocar and every farmer should 
possess one and learn how to use 
it. There is not time to call the 
veterinarian when the bloat 
strikes.) 

Now that the farmers are plant- 
ing greater acreages of grain sor- 
ghums in place of corn, it will be 
wise to take precautions against 
the cattle getting into these fields 
after frost. 


THE SORGHUMS HAVE some 
corn; they can 
fol- 
legume, such as 
manganese clover and they give 
better yields than corn, under or- 
dinary conditions. But they will 
bear watching. Dr. Tom Jones, of 
the State College of Agriculture, 
at Athens, has had considerable 
experience in this field. He would 
welcome inquiries from those who 
are faced with this problem.

ELEN OF TROY was the daugn 
ter of Tyndareus and Leda. It 
was also said that Zeus was her 

father, but this story probably got 
around because she was extremely 
beautiful, and Tyndareus extremely 
homely. When children surpass their 
parents too much, the neighbors like 
to explain it on a romantic basis. 

Helen had a sister, Clytemnestra, 
the wife of Agamemnon, who mur- 
dered him when he came home after 
the Trojan war. Lepend said that 
Tyndareus, in retribution for some 
unrecorded sin, had these two daugh- 
ters visited on him. There was also 
a third daughter, Timandra, but grad- 
ually she dropped out of the legend. 

Early accounts of Helen stressed 
her beauty, her heartlessness, and the 
damage she did. She was a human 
blight. Later accounts preferred to 
play up her loveliness, touching 
lightly on her character. 

Her first biographers said she 
eloped with Theseus, or at Jeast per. 
mitted herself to be abducted Her 
family rescued her, but by the time 
they got her home she was on the 
way to be a mother... ‘To save some. 
thing of her reputation, this infant, 
Iphigenia, was passed off as the 
daughter of Clytemnestra, already 
married to Agamemnon. ‘Tyndareus,

realizing that Helen must have a hus- 
band, and the sooner the better, let 
it be understood among the best 
young men of the time that whoever 
would take her would receive the 
kingdom of Sparta as a premium. 
There were no candidates. ‘Then 
Agamemnon persuaded his younger 
brother, Menelaos, a comparative fail- 
ure in life, that perhaps this was the 
best chance he would ever get. If he 
cared to risk it, Agamemnon promised 
to stand by him. 

So Menelaos became King of 
Sparta, and when Paris ran off with 
Helen, Agamemnon, true to his prom- 
ise, assembled the fleet and the army 
for Vengeance upon ‘Troy. ‘The fleet 
was held up at Aulis by unfavorable 
winds.e When a human sacrifice was 
called for, the exasperated “Agamem- 
non designated as the logical victim 
Iphigenia, Helen’s child. 

In later times the legend 
softened, lielen’s elopement with 
Theseus became just a harmless 
prank, and she had no child. — Iphi- 
genia was really the daughter of 
Clytemnestra, Tyndareus ‘did not 
have to bribe Helen's suitdrs; they 
came in droves and tried to bribe him, 
When a wind was needed at Aulis, 
Agamemnon sacrificed his own child, 
not Helen's. ‘This helped he 
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a little, but put a black mark on his, 


and supplied Clytemnestra with a 
fair excuse for knifing him later on, 

Paris came to Sparta on a visit, 
and while a guest in the house of 
Menelaos he persuadea Helen to run 
off-—or perhaps she did the persuad- 
ing. When the fugitives arrived at 
Troy, the citizens of that often- 
besieged town knew what trouble was 
in store for them, but after one good 
look at Helen, they pave her a cordial 
welcome, and settled down to brace 
themselves for the Greek onslaught. 

Almost at the end of the long war 
Agamemnon and his host offered to 
raise the and go hore, if the 
‘Trojans would surrender Helen to 
them for the punishment she = de- 
served. ‘The city fathers gathered on 
the walls to consider the proposition, 
but just as the presiding officer was 
about to call the meeting to -order, 
Helen walked by.

Worry to 
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TER the most terrible war in_ history 

every thinking person is today asking him- 

self: “What can I do to help build a better 
world. one in which such disasters cannot occur?” 
©o far as I myself am concerned, here is my 
ANSWUT, 

The two great pillars upon which all human 
well-being and hurman progress rest are (1) the 
Spirit of religion, and (2) the spirit of science, or 
knowledge. It is. primarily to promote and 
strengthen the second of these that the world's 
universities and research institutions exist, and 
many of us are in position to be helpful to these 
institutions: But the supreme personal and _in- 
dividual opportunity of everyone, without excep- 
tion, is with respect to the first. 

»o far as | myself am concerned, that respon 
Sibility can be stated with perfect clarity and 
Simplicity, thus: It is to so shape my own con- 
duct at all times as, in my own carefully con 
sidered judgment, to promote best, if everyone 
followed my example, the well-being of mankind 
as a whole; in other words, to start building on 
my own account that better world for which I 
long. 

This means my personal job is to develop an 
attitude of willingness——better, of determination 
to subordinate my own immediate personal im- 
pulses, appetites, desires and interests to the 
larger good of my fellow men as I See it in cases 
in which there seems to me, upon careful con- 
sideration, to be conflict between the two, 

Further, that kind of altruistic idealism is 
certainly the very essence of the teachings of 
Jesus. From my point of view, this attitude is 
the essence of religion, and not from my point 
of view alone, for A. W. Whitehead, unquestion- 
ably the foremost and most penetrating of living 
philosophers, says “Religion is world loyalty.” 
It involves necessarily faith in the existence of an 
ultimate Good which is worth living or dying 
for—.a Good which justifies one in sacrificing 
his life if need be to promote it as boys have 
been doing in the recent terrible war. 

But this attitude of world loyalty is clearly 
an attribute of the emotions and the will where 
lie, in fact, the springs of all conduct. It has 
nothing to do with knowledge. I may be as 
ignorant as a Hottentot, but if I am living u 
to my light, doing what, in all seriousness, 
think I ought to do, that is obviously all that can 
be asked of me. 
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INCE only the ignorant can conclude that : 

knowledge of science induces atheism or a 

lack of idealism, The American Weekly is 
presenting the views of the world’s great 
scientists.

The main purpose, and indeed the main activ- 
ity, I think, of the echurehes consists in the effort 
to spread as widely as possible throughout society 
this attitude of world loyalty. [he Christian 
church ‘is unquestionably the greatest social instl 
tution in the country. 

In my judgment it is the great dynamo which 
is largely responsible for pumping into human 
society the spirit of altruistic idealism which is 
one of two essentials to human progress, neither 
one of which, however, can attain large effective- 
ness without support from the other 

Clearly, then, individual morality has little 
to do with social morality, for this latter depends 
not at all upon what I in my ignorance may think 
is right, but rather upog what sort of procedures 
do actually best promote social well-being, or “the 
pood of the whole.” That is the question of 
science of knowledge, pure and simple. That is 
what the university is here primarily to discover 
and to teach. 

It is a.question to which we shall, of course, 
never have the complete answer because we shall 
never possess all knowledge, and yet it 1s a ques- 
tion to which we have been able each year to 
give better and better answers as our knowledge 
of physics and chemistry and geology and physi- 
ology and psychology and economics and history 
and government grows and the applications of 
these sciences to our group of life increase. 

For in each of these fields there is a core of 
definite, established, non-controversial knowledge 
that can be taken as a dependable guide to correct 
thinking and correct acting in so far as it goes. 

It is these continuously growing cores of 
knowledge, coupled with the attitude of world 
loyalty, that provide the sole basis for rational, 
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intelligent living today, and in spite of man’s 
frailties this attitude and these cores are slowly 


guiding us forward, so that we have actuaily in 
the United States attained within a hundred 
years, primarily because of selence and its appli 
cations, a higher standard of living for the com 
mon man than has existed in any time or place. 

Religion and science, then, are tit my analysis 
the two great sister forces which have pulled and 
are Still puliing mankind onward and upward. 
And the two are necessarily intimately related, 
for the primary idea in religion les in the single 
word “ought” . the sense of duty being under all 
religion, while whateis duty, that is, what particu. 
lar line of cofiduct is actually best for society as 
a whole, must be determined by science; in other 
words, this is -a question of Knowledge or intelli- 
gence, rather than of conscience. I am thus using 
the two words conscience and knowledge as re- 
lated to the words religion and science 

But I wish to go a step farther, for someone 
asks, where does the idea of God come in? Isn't 
it a part of religion? Yes, I think it Is, because 
I do not see how there can be any sense of duty, 
or any: reason for altruistic conduct. which is 
entirely divorced from the conviction that moral 
conduct, or what we call goodness, is somehow 
or other worth while, that there is Somethiny in 
the universe which vives Significance and mean- 
ing, call it value if you will, to existence, and no 
such sense of valuee can possibly be in mere 
lumps of dead matter interacting according to 
purely mechanical laws, 

Job saw thousands of years ago the futility of 
finite man’s attempting to define God when he 
cried: “Can man with searching find out God?” 
and, similarly, wise men ever since have always 
looked in amazement at the wonderful orderliness 
of nature and then recognized their own ignorance 
and finiteness and have been content to stand in 
silence and in reverence before Him repeating 
with the psalmist: “The fool hath said in his 
heart, there is no God.” 

Einstein, one of the wisest of modern men, has 
written: “It is enough for me to contemplate the 
mystery of conscious life perpetuating itself 
through all eternity, to reflect upon the marvelous 
structure of the Universe which we can diml 
perceive, and to try humbly to comprehend eve 
an infinitesimal part of the intelligence mani- 
fested in nature.” I myself need no better deft- 
nition of God than that, and some such idea is in 
all religion as a basis for the idea of duty.

N A quiet side street off Fifth Avenue in the 

east 60s in New York, there is a haunted 

apartment. In it lives a lonely old woman with 
dyed yellow hair.

‘The rooms 
are empty but for this strange enigma of a 
woman whose doom it is to end her days alone 
in the knowledge that wherever her offspring may 
be there flows from them to her a bitter and 
unending stream of abhorrence and contempt.

It does not remember 
that once, at the age of ten, she stood up in court 
and denied her mother because of the influences 
that had been brought to bear upon her, denied 
her when deep in her innermost being she must 
have been aching for the love and companionship 
of that mother. 

Somewhere in New York there lives anothe: 
unhappy woman, who, frivolous though she may 
have been, sacrificed a chance for love, a royal 
husband, a happy normal marriage for the child 
who later was to turn against her. She is Gloria 
Vanderbilt, the daughter of the old lady in th 
apartment on 60th Street, the motfler of the 
young girl -mother, daughter, granddaughte 
an unbroken line of gilt-edged, luxury-lined, dia 
mond-studded misery 

And in the stately marble mausoleum at New 
Dorp, on Staten Island, where once he plied @ 
ferryboat there moulders Commodore Cornelius. 
the head of the clan of Vanderbilt and the genera 
tions of his get, all the dead of a hundred years 
who bore the name of Vanderbilt from birth, the 
good, the bad, the weak, the strong, the rich, and 
the richer. His was a pirate kingdom of com 
merce. Founded in a republic that had foreve 
turned its back on royalty, he and his heirs had 
yet achieved royal state, kings and queens and 
princes, dynasts all, a ruthless, powerful house, 
fused by blood and name and the divine right of 
the almighty dollar. 

The generation of today Knows only the un 
happy victim of them all, though many more 
victims of the juggernaut of family pomp and 
power have fallen by the wayside and been fo. 
gotten. We know her, the pretty girl with the 
heavy silken hair and the wige mouth as Gloria 
Vanderbilt Di Cicco Stokowski, better remem 
bered as “Little Gloria,” the pawn in one of the 
cruelest custody fights ever dragged through 
the American courts. 

Life played her a very shabby trick life and 
the actors in the drama of pride, greed, hatred, 
envy, youth and old age, ecstasy and despair, 
covetousness and the cold, hard, icy hearts that 
revolved around her. They gave her not one 
chance in ten million of achieving adjustment, 
contentment and happiness. She was doomed 
from the day she was born and long before, be 
cause the forces that were at work a generation 
before she was conceived had condemned her. 
Jealousies, hatreds, bitternesses, uncontrollable 
ambitions were curdling human breasts on both 
sides of her line, the Morgans and the Vander 
bilts, years and decades before the gift of life was 
made her through an emergency Caesarean Op- 
eration on Gloria Morgan Vanderbilt, her mother. 

But in the meantime, the tragic girl must live 
in an unthinking world. And this is the story of 
the background and the incredible people who 
moved through it and the heritage they gave her 
in the name of blood-lineage and family and honor 
and respectability. Nor does the story end with 
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the telling of it. To the famous line written more 
than 20 centuries ago by Euripides, “The Gods 
visit the sins of the fathers upon the children,” 
must be added—“...andéd the children’s children.” 


NE thing might have saved her, might have 

saved many in this story—-warm, unselfish 
human love. Here and there one encounters traces 
of it, striving to break through like a wiidtiower 
struggling upward through harsh and arid soil. 
And wherever it appeared it was crushed and 
trampled on and never given chance to live. Big 
Gloria, the mother, loved Little Gloria, the infant, 
but the kind of love she needed she was incapable 
of giving her, because the line of descent, of ne- 
glect and sterile relationship between mother and 
child, was inexorable. Laura Morgan failed her 
daughters. Gloria and her twin sister Thelma 
were themselves the victims of a strange, unloving 
mother. And who can say what sufferings, what 
unbreakable bonds of. character the unhappy 
Laura reaped from her mother... 

They were all entangled in the skein, inex- 
tricably enmeshed—-the tragic old woman with the 
dyed yellow hair who sold out her own daughter 
to public shame, and heard from that daughter's 
lips that the selling had been for cash, as the an- 
guished woman turned on the person who had 
given her life and cried, “Money is your God!” 

and to whom the outraged Harry Payne Whit- 
ney once said, “You are a meddlesome old woman 
and, what is more, you are a horrible one!” 
Gloria Morgan Vanderbilt, the international play- 
girl who, in her childhood, in turn had never 
known a secure and stable home and the warmtn 
of genuine affection; and all the Vanderbilts who 
moved through the story with the cold and dread- 
ful impiacability of Medieval Inquisitors shriving 
a sinner to his earthly dissolution. 

The world says of Gloria Stokowski, “How 
she must hate her mother.” 

And the psychologist and those who delve 
into the mystery of the human heart reply sadly 

“How she must love her....” 

kor love her she did once, as a little child, until 
rejection and neglect turned it into that which is 
so often mistaken for hatred, but which is still 
love, deeply buried and more painful than any 
that sees the light of day. 


yous have only to read the child’s letters written 
by. Gloria to her mother, from Swiizevland, 
pitiful, numbered exhibits in the sensationa: cus- 
tody trial: “Dear Momey: Please send me a 
jumping lion Please also baby animals like the 
gave me when ill. I have a smail iion 
that y yave me also a pussy cat, horse, calf 
and a bull. Certainly I need a pig, chickens and 
a cow Love from Gloria” to see the picture of the 
little girl cherishing the “small hon,” and the 
other little animals that had been a gift from her 
mother. Or read yet others covered with X's and 
zeroes, denoting hugs and kisses, or the tender 
little missive: “Dear Momey I hope you are 
very well. I long to see you back again. I have 
begun my lessons and I will do my best to work 
well. Best love and kisses frome Gloria,” to Know 
that the heart of the child was filled with and 
reaching for her mother. 

And then, as we Shall see later, like the drip- 
ping of a slow poison, the tenor of the letters 
begins to change. ‘They are no longer written to 
her mother, but to “Nanny,” and “Aunty Ger- 
trude,” her grandmother, Laura Morgan, and her 
aunt, Gertrude Whitney, and they are queer let- 
ters in one of which she calls her mother a “rare 
bease” and others in which she expresses fear 
of her, and dislike. 

Who was responsible for this dreadful sub- 
version of a child’s mind? Everyone who came in 
contact with her, including her own mother. 

Gloria Morgan’s father was Harry Hays Mor- 
gan, born of a good family in New Orleans and 
packed off to Europe when he was three. From 
the age of three until he was 15 he was en- 
tirely in the hands of tutors. He became a con- 
Sular official, and for 44 years served the 
State Department in Europe. He was a boy who 
never knew his own mother well. And writing 
about him in her book, “Without Prejudice,” his 
daughter says” significantly, “I never knew my 
father well during childhood. He was like some 
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Silent stranger walking near us, 
something you could faintly 
touch, but couldn’t grasp.” 

Harry Hays Morgan fell in 
love with and married Laura Kil- 
patrick, a stunning beauty, half 
Chilean, half Irish-American. Her 
mother had been Louisa Valdi- 
viso, a high-bred Chilean born 
in Santiago “de Chile, who had 
married General Judson Kilpat- 
rick, the youngest American in 
history with the exception of 
Custer to be made a_ general. 
And here is how, at the begin- 
ning of her story, Gloria Morgan 
Vanderbilt writes about her 
mother: 

“For some unknown reason, 
the Latin and the American blood 
did not fuse in my mother. She 
inherited neither Judson Kilpat- 
rick’s poise nor his decisiveness. 
She was caught up in some over- 
whelming, restless air pocket of 
acutely changing emotions. It 
was as though the solid parts of 
his character, in the process of 
perpetuation, had 
been entirely = dis- 
carded and what 
came through was 
somnething composed 
entirely of impulses 
and uncertain reac- 
tions. These forces 
drove her all through 
life. We never knew 
her in any other 
spirit.” 

“We,” referred to 

the four children of 
Harry and _ Laura 
Morgan, Consuelo, 
the oldest daughter, 
Gloria and Thelma, 
the identical twins, 
and a boy, Harry 
Hayes Morvan, 

And now the story and 
the family begins to move 
througi an endless succes- 
sion of Euronvean cities, 
lucerne, Amsterdam, Bar- 
eelona. Hamburg, Kiel, 

Bertin, as Morgan was 
Shifted from «post to post 
and his girls learned to 
speak reach, Dutch and 
Spanish, and picked up 
their English when their 
mother would suddenly 
sweep them up and take 
them to Amer ca, or Eng- 
land, or wherever her 
strancve restiess spirit 
moved her. 

There was never a 
home. They were always 
on the move, catching 
their education on the fly, 
or not getting any at all 
for a year at a time, ac- 
cording to the whim of the mother. The children 
had no roots, no home, no friends, only the cease- 
lessly changing scene and the presence of a dom- 
inating and unstable woman of whom Gloria said, 
“...no biographer can imagine’ Mamma _ and 
her complexities; she will have to be taken for 
granted as we did—but her remembered god in 
any Situation was money.” 

But a more ominous note creeps into the pic- 
ture of this vagabond family, one which casts 
its shadow before it, a shadow that was to reach 
from the dim days before World War I down to. 
the present. 

Laura Morgan is described by her daughter 
as a passionately possessive, jealous and utterly 
dominating woman who constantly kept the silver 
cord taut to the point of strangulation about the 
soft throats of her daughters. 

To achieve her fierce desire to rule unchal-

ind bind her children to her every whim,

jealousy between them and kept 


She fostered 
them apart. 

The atmosphere in the household would sud- 
denly tighten and become stiff with unreiieved 
tensions. And when the nervous, handsome twins 
with their blond hair and dark eyes would qu 
tion her, she would reply, “It is Consuelo—do not 
mind her. You are both so beautiful.” 


ND then to Consuelo she would say of the 

twins—“They will never have your distinc- 
tion. They envy you your beautiful body. ‘They 
are jealous, those two...” 

This was the childhood of the virl who was to 
marry Reginald Vanderbilt, become the mother 
of “little” Gloria, and for a bref moment enter 
the portals of that clannish and powertul family.

There’s a young man around who 
is very devoted to his attractive, 
happy wife. 

Postmen have been bringing hap- 
ip1¢6 
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piness and tears for 2,300 years, ever 
since King Cyrus of Persian estab 
lished the first postal route with 
mounted couriers back in o99 B.C. 
Trains, planes, ships and automobiles 
now carry the mail but it’s the letter 
carrier who personally hands it over, 
There are 110,000 of them altogether 
in the United States. 

The personal delivery of letter 
mail in cities began in America in 
1825, and has since developed to the 
point where Americans have ‘their 
mail delivered to them every week 
day. The men who perform this serv 
ice walk on an average of 22 miles 
a day, but still find time for small 
personal services above their duties. 

“We get to be part of the com 
munity,” Abraham A. Shapiro, an 
officer of the National Association of 
Letter Carriers, explains. “We know 
the sorrows and the joys of our 
people, and they come to depend on 
us, During the war we came ever 
closer to them. I've carried mail to 
apartment houses and found a dozen 
mothers and wives waiting for me 
at the door, hoping I'd bring good 
news of their sons in the ”

in dripping clothes and 
[lonesty had been interrupted in his 
delivery by the cry of a child, who

There Richard Sutherland, four 
years old, was crying, and his two 
year-old sister Marilyn was just dis 
appearing below the surface of the 
water.

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EN and women in ordinary rou- 

tine jobs are often called upon 
to perform acts above and beyond 
their regular, day-by-day duties. By 
their heroism and quick thinking in 
emergencies, they have saved the 
lives of countless others—some 
times at the cost of their own. By 
their thoughtfulness and kindness, 
they have aided many individuals 
in distress. The American Weekly, 
in its Dignity ot Labor 
ready has published articles about 
telephone girls, red caps and Pull 
man porters. Here is another in the 
series, of which more will tollow.

With the horse called Allpulch, Connolly drove 
away, on through-the remainder of the afteragon, 
and the night, and on the morning of November 
9 he delivered the horse to Creal at Rockingham. 

The action, after that, moved swiftly towam a 
climax. ‘Two days later, Creal, at Rockingham, 
received a telegram from Mink, in Wilmington, 
saying that Mink would arrive in Boston at 3 
P. M. on business. To South Station in Boston, 
went Creal, and meeting Mink there, drove him 
to the Bradford Hotel. Mink registered. 

Within two days after that, the horse called 
Allpulch was entered in a mile-and-an-eighth race 
at Rockingham, with Creal listed as owner and 
trainer. But a hitch developed. James Farley, 
the Paddock Judge, found a white patch on one 
of the horse’s heels, an identification mark that 
had not been recorded in the Jockey Club registra- 
tion papers. 

It could have been a crushing difficulty, 
though it dwindled to a minor one. Creal, vexed 
and urgent, promised to have the club papers cor- 
rected, and Farley, knowing Creal had not before 
been questioned about an entry, finally consented 
to permit the horse to run. 

Race day came, and Mink’s interests still de- 
tained him in Boston. Not all day in the city, but 
near by. In the afternoon, Creal admitted later, 
he saw a familiar face at the Rockingham track. 
It was Mink. ; 

Who knew, then, on this afternoon of the race, 
that the dark-coated, white-heeled gelding entered 
as Allpulch really was great War Admiral’s 
strong son, Sea Command? 

Did Creal know? He said afterward he didn’t. 
He entered the horse. Did Mink know? He sold 
the horse to Creal. Did Mink’s associate, Middle- 
ton, know? He directed delivery of Sea Command 
in Maryland, when Connolly, the van driver, pre- 
sumably was picking up the unknown Allpulch. 

Who, anyway, was the real Allpulch, if this 
handsome Rockingham entry in reality was Sea 
Command? Allpulch (as established later) was 
no myth. A horse did exist and rightly bear that 
name. 

The real Allpulch had been bred by Theodore 
Dunman, at his breeding farm in Novice, Texas. 
Dunman had died, and his widow had disposed 
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of the racing stock, one Pinky Goldberg of Brook. 
lyn, buying several horses, Allpulch included al- 
though at the time still unnamed. 

Pinky Goldberg, a horse trader, had taken his 
stock to Newton Square, Pennsylvania, and had 
turned it over to one Doc Henry at his auction 
farm, and there Allpulch was bought in June, 
1945, by an agent named Pierce, from Chester, 
Pennsylvania. Pierce represented a client. ‘The 
client was Mink, and representing Mink, Pierce 
paid $210 for the real Allpulch. 

After that day, the real Allpulch disappeared, 
as Sea Command had disappeared, Of the real 
Allpulch there has been no word since then 

Of all this, the Rockingham raciny followers 
were as unaware as if it had happened in anothe) 
world. On the day of the race, no one judging 
from the prices in the morning line knew a 
ringer was running. The odds quoted against the 
entry, Allpulch, were 40 to lL. 

Whoever may have known that here was a 
chance to make a fast dollar wasn’t doing any- 
thing about it-—-yet. 

At 40 to 1 the odds still stood as the mutuel 
machines began to click. 
minutes before the race, the price dropped. 

It fell to 35 to 1, then to 30, then 25, 20,. 15. 

Between the time the horses entered the track 
and the moment of the stam of the race, the bets 
poured into the machines.

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and towering chef's hats, to work at 


master mixing bowls and stoves. 

When they finish their courses— 
and they are not recommended for 
job placement until they can meet 
the high professional standard of the 
school. they are fully qualified to 
run a restaurant kitchen.

saby is a parasite and will get his sustenance 
even if his mother starves. His normal Size is ad 
termined largely by the structure of his parents, 

But proper dieting will prevent, Overweight in 
both mother and baby. That is the constant battle 
of the obstetrician—-to avoid an overweight baby. 
The correct range of weight gain of the mother is 
between 20 and 22 pounds, 

A tragic example of what can happen when 
baby’s pre-natal weight is allowed to soar was 
furnished by Marjorie Oelrichs young New York 
society belle of the middle 1930's. She married 
Eddy Duchin, famed orchestra leader, in 1935 and 
two years later, while her husband was playing in 
Chicago, was delivered by Caesarean section of a 
“big, bouncing baby boy’’—nine-pound Peter Oecel- 
richs Duchin. A smaller baby might have been 
delivered normally. Puerperal fever set in. She died. 

The proper diet? Well, here’s a set of: rules 
recommended by a group of prominent physicians. 

1. Have fruit or fruit juices at least once, pre- 
ferably twice, a day. 

2. Have meat or fish at least once a day. 

3. Have at least one egg a day. 

4..Drink two to four glasses of SKIM milk or 
buttermilk a day. 

5. Have at least two fresh vegetables of any 
description (excluding potatoes) a day. 

6. Be sure to eat green salads 
cucumbers, etc.). 

The high caloric foods, such as potatoes, pas- 
tries, bread, butter, gravies, fats, candy, sugar and 
ice cream lies in a “flexible” category. ‘Taken in 
moderation, with no undue weight gain, they are 
permissible. But they must ‘be cut if weight gets 
out of hand. 

Restrictions on the sugar foods call for strong 
will-power in many cases, for mothers-to-be often 
develop an inordinate craving for sweets. 

On the first visit of an expectant mother to his 
office the doctor carefully determines her normal! 
weight. From that day forward her weight gain 
is rigorously charted. 

At the first sign of an abnormal increase, new 
diet orders are issued—cut down on this, more 
of that, eliminate another food entirely. As 
the office visits become more frequent the weight 
is checked even more carefully. Toward the end of 
pregnancy office visits occur weekly—or even semi-

Normal weight gain means 
less danger of toxemia, which 
may be fatal; less of an ordeal 
for both mother and baby, less 
danger from serious rips and 
, particularly the invisi 
ble sub-mucous tears which all 
too often go unrepaired and 
are later sites of cancer; and 
a quicker return of the pelvic 
organs to normal. 

Actual relationship between 
weight gain of the mother and 
birth weight of the child is 
still somewhat of a medical 
mystery. For example, Shirley 
Ross gained 25 pounds before 
birth of her son, and June Vin- 
cent gained 40 pounds (a very 
high gain) while carrying her 
son. Yet both babies entered 
the world weighing exactly 
seven pounds. Noreen Nash, 
on the other hand —and_ inci- 
dentally her husband is a phy- 
siclan—-gained only 18 pounds 
and.her son topped the scales 
at seven pounds 12's ounces. 

The 28 film mothers in The 
American Weekly survey aver- 
aged a weight gain of approx- 
imately 20 pounds.

RE-NATAL exercise should be of the gently 

stimulating type. Doctors recommend walking a 
mile both morning and afternoon, or if fatigue 
results, a half-mile. Nine holes of golf after the 
first three months (when danger of miscarriage 1s 
greatest) is all right, too. So is swimming (but 
not turbulent surf bathing) and ping pong and 
the milder sports. 

It is important that the expectant mother ignore 
the advice of friends and relatives, however well 
meaning, and pick an ethical, competent physician 
for her guidance. Maybe she has a prominent 
doctor in mind but fears his “fee.” She should 
go to him anyway. temember that he is oniy 
expensive for those who can afford to pay.

7 EEP in the jungle of southern 
Mexico is a land of startling 
beauty. Orchids——royal purple, 

blazing red, orange, white—-grow in 

‘profusion. It’s a paradise of color. 

} But the people who live there can- 

not see this magnificence. They are 

afflicted by a terribly ironic malady 
called onchocerciasis, which already 
has blinded thousands and is threat- 
ening the vision of all in the region. 

The site of the weird tragedy is 
isolated from. civilization by  sur- 
rounding mountains and forests thick 
with jungle growth. 

» Adding to the tropical splendor 

of the area are groves of oranges and 

lemons, banana _ trees, pineapple 
fields, papayas, melons, tomatoes and 

vivid green coffee bushes. 

Coffee bushes—ominous’' words. 
Preparing coffee for shipment to the 
outside world provides the means of 
livelihood for the simple God-fearing 
people who dwell there. But coffee 
has also been related to their curse. 

The ghastly disease is transmit- 
ted by tiny flies. These gnats hatch 
their young alongside the cool moun- 
tain streams which are essential for 
curing the coffee bean. The insects 
thrive wherever coffee bushes grow. 
With an evil appropriateness, the 
flies that carry onchocerciasis are 
black. They are part of a group 
called Simulium. Like the anopheles 
mosquito which spreads malaria, they 
take vicious micro-organisms from 
an infected person to a healthy one. 

The micro-organisms are minute 
worms. When a black fly bites 
through the’ skin, it injects’ the 
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worms into the body. There they 
rapidly grow into lengths from a 
half-inch to two inches and are car- 
ried along the blood stream. 

Wherever these worms settle, they 
form tumors living off the surround- 
ing tissue. They may stop anywhere 
in the body, but the favorite place 
for settling is along the optic nerve. 

The optic nerve carries to the 
brain the messages of light that en- 
ter the eye. When the worms eat 
this cable away, there can be no 
more messages. In their place 1s 
eternal darkness. 

sometimes the tumor can be re- 
moved by a skilled surgeon. Most 
of the time it is hidden. When it is 
hidden, blindness is inevitable. 

Periodically, the Mexican Govern- 
ment sends out medical crews. The 
doctors operate on those tumors they 
can reach. But the next time they 
come, the healed persons are carry 
Ing new tumors. 

At least 100,000 persons are 
flicted by the scourge, and it is 
spreading rapidly. 

A recent expedition to 
discovered three 
family suffering from the disease 
The grandfather was totally blind. 
His son had had so many operations 
that he could not count them. His

eyes were weak and he expected com- 
plete blackness to envelop him soon. 
The three-year-old grandson had been 
operated on twice. 

Even those persons who still have 
their sight because surgeons cut out 
the tumors before the optic nerve 
was totally destroyed cannot use their 
eyes all the time. The gorgeous dis- 
play around them is unseen. 

The disease was first noted in this 
hemisphere 30 years ago. It may 
have been imported from Africa in 
cargoes of coffee plants. 

Not much can be done. Surgery 
offers only temporary relief. Experi- 
ments are being conducted with DDT 
in an attempt to destroy the black 
flies that carry the bite of blindness. 
Drs. Luis Figuerosa and Rudolf Net- 
tle of the Huixtla Hospital, Mexico, 
are among the medical leaders tire- 
lessly seeking a remedy. 

Recently, the Inter-American In 
dian Institute sent out an expedition 
of medical men and explorers” to 
study the daily lives of the people. 
Their horses munched on the plenti 
ful orchids along the way. They vis 
ited Union Fronteriza, a town in the 
heart of the onchocerciasis ‘country 
Their heart-rending report was pub

in “Natural History.” 

The government agent who wel 
comed them could not read their in 
troductorys letter. Mothers, CYCS 
squinting, came to the yrroup boengy pr irayy 
them to cut out the bolas (tumors) 
of their infants. Qld men and women 
groped their unsteady, sightless way 
to the visitors. Young children, with 
weak eyes or already blind ones, 
came pleading for operations. 

Nothing could be done. It 
be some time before the next 
from the doctors equipped to 
form the operations. 

The .expedition found that every 
man, woman and child in the breath. 
takingly beautiful region of Union 
kronteriza was blind or going blind. 

Central America’s cotfee - bean 
blindness may seem like some rare, 
remote, exotic disease having po 
meaning for Americans. It would fe 
fine if this were the true state of af.- 
fairs. But it is not.

duced into this region.”

Trappers, fresh from the 
wilderness, brought the 
great news that the brothers 
had made aé gold strike 
along the Nahanni River. 
One report confirmed 
another, and the word spread 
like wildfire. 

But, with the first snow- 
fall, the McLeod brothers 
returned home with sealed 
lips. All questions of gold 
were turned aside, and the 
subject quickly changed. 
The next spring, they went 
back into the Nahanni ter- 
ritory, and people were con- 
vinced. The brothers, they 
smiled, had made a strike 
so large they didn’t want 
anybody horning in. 


I Bed years passed, but the 
brothers did not come 
back. Anxiously, a_ third 
brother, Charles, pushed into 
the interior in search of 
them. He found them, both 
dead, wrapped in their blan- 
kets. They had no map of 
their strike, and stranger 
still, there was not the faint- 
est trace of gold nuggets in 
the camp. Charley buried his 
two brothers, and marked 
their graves. ‘The Mounties 
reported a year later that 
death was due to starvation. 

But the story of the 
legendary gold strike soon 
spread, and adventurous 
prospectors hit the trail for 
the Nahanni territory. One 
of these, an old Klondike 
miner named Jorgenson, re- 
ported gold near the river, 
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and sent an Indian to bring 
his partner in the Yukon.

They 
found no gold, but as a re- 
sult of their interest, new 
prospectors began once 
more to defy the old jinx. 
Reports trickled to the out- 
side world of big gold 
strikes. But all that actually 
turned up were more dead 
bodies. A woman, Annie 
LaFerte, in 1926 ...a man 
named Fisher in 1928 . 
three prospectors in 1929... 
another a few years later 

Joe Mulholland of Min- 

nesota and Bill Espler of 
Winnipeg in 1956 and, 
the most recent, Ernest 
Savard, whose body is stil! 
undiscovered. ° 

Whether there is gold in 
the Nahanni River country 
is still anvbody’s guess. It 
lies in an area where gold, 
Silver, platinum and other 
minerals have been found. 
But, if the gold is there, 
nobody who found it has 
ever lived to bring it back 
to civilization. No searching 
party, trailing a dead pros- 
pector, has ever found evi- 
dence of gold Save one. 
When Charles McLeod found

OME -_AT ONCE STRANGE 
GOING ON HERE. 

The telegram reached Michael Maybrick 
in London on Wednesday, May 8, 1559. It was 
signed by Mrs. Mathilda Briggs, whom he knew 
to be a neighbor of his brother, James, a pros. 
perous cotton merchant of Liverpool. 

Michael Maybrick, noted singer and composer, 
hastened at once to Liverpool, and by so doing 
became a witness, along with numerous others, 
in the climacteric scenes of a mystery that was 
to excite two continents. These other witnesses 
included James’ young American wife, Florence; 
another brother, Edwin; doctors, nurses, servants, 
chemists, friends and neighbors. 

Nine years before, 18-year-old Florence Eliza- 
beth Chandler, daughter of an old Alabama 
family, had met James Maybrick, then 42,:o0n a 
transatlantic liner, and they had been married in 
London on July 27, 1881. After living a few 
months: in Norfolk, Va., they had _ settled in 
Battlecrease House, Garston (a Liverpool subur}), 
where two children were born, a son in 1882 and 
a daughter in 1886. 

Maybrick during those years had often con- 
sulted doctors for various illnesses, mostly 
imaginary, and had consumed a_ considerable 
amount of medicine. He also took drugs, with 
the probable result that some of his ailments 
ceased to be imaginary. 

Then, after eight years, Mrs. Maybrick met 
and fell in love with Alfred Brierly, a good-look- 
ing young cotton dealer from Texas. She found 
her interest in Brierly compelling enough for her 
to spend a week end with him at a London hotel 
in the early spring of 1889 

She left the hotel on Sunday, March 24, 
visited friends, and returned home on the 28th. 
The next day, as she and her husband attended 
the Grand National Steeplechase at Aintree, they 
encountered Brierly. Maybrick quarreled with 
her in public, and later, while in the privacy of 
their home, he hit her in the eye. 

Mrs. Maybrick, as proud as she was beautiful, 
immediately began to pack her bags, but friends 
and relatives intervened. The crisis passed-—or 
seemed to. ' 

On April 23, she bought a dozen arsenic. 
impregnated flypapers at a local shop. That 
same day, a nursemaid, Alice Yapp, saw her 
soaking the papers in a basin of water. Five 
days later she bought two dozen more flypapers, 
as well as a cosmetic lotion. 

Meanwhile, on the 26th, a package of medicine

for Maybrick had arrived in the mail. Becoming 
violently ill the next morning, he explained that 
the attack had probably been caused by an over- 
dose of strychnine contained in the medicine. 
However, that same day he was able to attend 
the races at Wirral. 

On the 27th he complained of feeling worse, 
and the family physician, Dr. Richard Humphreys, 
agreed that an overdose of strychnine must have 
been responsible. Thanks to the doctor’s minis- 
trations, Maybrick quickly improved. 

On the hight of April 30, Mrs. Maybrick 
attended a fancy dress ball with Edwin Maybrick, 
also in the cotton business, and also living in 
Jattlecrease House. She explained later that she 
had soaked flypapers in order to extract arsenic 
which she had applied to her skin-—arsenic has 
long been used as a beauty aid—on the occasion 
of the ball. 

James Maybrick returned to work on May 1, 
but Jate the night of the 3rd he again summoned 
Dr. Humphreys. The physician tound him suf- 
ering from severe pains in the legs, although 
these disappeared within a few hours. Later he 
complained continually of being thirsty. 

On Wednesday, May & Nursemaid Yapp in- 
formed Mrs. Briggs and another neighbor, Mrs. 
Martha Louise Hughes, that She had seen Mrs. 
Maybrick soaking flypapers. Mrs. Briggs wired 
Michael Maybrick to come at once, and also re- 
layed Miss Yapp’s information to Edwin May- 
brick. At 2 p. m., when Nurse Ellen Anne Gore 
arrived, Edwin told her not to let anyone attend 
his brother except himself and the day nurse, 
Mrs. Wilson. 


Al 2:30 that day, Mrs. Maybrick handed Miss 
Yapp a letter addressed to Brierly, but Instead 
of mailing it, the servant turned it over, at about 
> p. m., to Edwin Maybrick. The letter said that 
James was “sick unto death,” and concluded with 
these words: 

“My darling, relieve your mind of all fear of 
discovery now and in the future. M. has been 
delirious since Sunday, and I know he is per- 
fectly ignorant of everything, even the name of 
the street, and also that he has not been making 
any inquiries whatsoever...You need not there- 
fore go abroad on that account, dearest; but in 
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any case, don’t ieave England until I have seen 
you once again.” 

Next, Michael Maybrick arrived, and he made 
haste to communicate his suspicions to Dr. Hum.- 
phreys and another Maybrick doctor, William 
Carter. The doctors seized a bottle of brandy, 
as well as other possible evidence, and had the 
stuff analyzed, with negative results. Later a 
quantity of meat juice, to which Mrs, Maybrick 
had had access, also was tested, and in this 
instance a faint trace, one-half a grain, of arsenic 
was reported. (Two grains are said to constitute 
a fatal dose.) 

On Friday, May 10, Michae] Maybrick saw his 
sister-in-law pour some medicine from one bottle 
into a smaller bottle. “Florrie,” he exclaimed, 
“how dare you tamper with the medicine?” She 
replied that there was so much sediment in the 
one bottle that its contents had to be transferred 
to the other. : 

Under ordinary circumstances this would have 
seemed logical enough, but in this instance both 
bottles were tested at once. And found loaded 
with arsenic? No. The tests were completely 
nepative. 

Nevertheless, James Maybrick grew steadily 
weaker, and on Saturday, the 11th, at 8:30 p. m., 
he cied. 

As the widow herself took to her bed, Michael 
and Edwin Maybrick directed a search of the 
house, their principal objective being poison. The 
search did not prove fruitless. In a tray of a 
trunk belonging to Mrs. Maybrick, Miss Yapp 
found a sealed package labeled “Arsenic Poison 
for Cats,” and a chocolate box containing two 
bottles. The next day, Mrs. Briggs found more 
evidence in two hat boxes. In the first was a small 
wooden box containing three bottles, and on top 
of the box a bottle of meat juice. In the second 
reposed a glass of milk with a rag. 


RACES of arsenic were found in the bottles, as 

well as in the glass of milk and rag Other 
bottles, labeled as containing glycerine aii o her 
harmless medicines, also were found to contain 
arsenic. In all it was estimated that Batilecrease 
House, at the time the master died, contained 
enough arsenic to kill 50 people. 

The post-mortem proving inconclusive, the 
authorities retained Edward Davies, a Liverpool 
analytical chemist, and on May 14, Supt. Isaac 
Bryning of the Liverpool police called on Mrs. 
Maybrick to inform her that “you are in custody 
on suspicion of having caused the death of your 
late husband.” 

Mrs. Maybrick made no reply, allegedly being 
too ill to speak, so Bryning withdrew, leaving an 
efficer on guard at her bedroom door. 

Later that day, Mrs. Briers told the widow 
about the arsenic that had been discovered in the 
meat juice. Mrs. Maybrick remarked that she 
had no money by which to communicate with 
friends by telegraph. 

“You could write your friend Brierly,” the 
neighbor tartly told her. Mrs. Maybrick took 
the suggestion seriously, and penned this pote 
to the handsome Texan: “Your last} letter is in 
the hands of the police. Appearances may be 
against me, but before God 1 swear that I am 
innocent.” 

Chemist Davies finally testified as to his 
findings at a session of the inquest on June 5. 
He said he had found a total of about one-tenth 
of a grain of arsenic in Maybrick’s liver, kidneys 
and intestines. This did not, of course, constitute 
a fatal dose, nevertheless the coroner’s jury 
found: 

That Maybrick had died trom administration 
of an irritant poison. 

That Mrs. Maybrick had administered the 
poison. 

That she had administered it with the intent 
to kill. 

On July 26, Mr. Justice James Fitzjames 
stephen charged the grand jury, and found him- 
self criticized in the press because he made so 
much of the accused woman’s romance with 
Brierly. Said he: 

“If a woman carries on an intrigue with 
another man, it may supply every sort of motive 
--that of saving her own reputation; that of 
breaking through a connection which, under such 
circumstances, one would think would be dread. 
fully painful to the party to it. It certainly may 
supply a strong motive that she should wish 
to get rid of her husband.” 

The jury returned an indictment, and the trial 
opened five days later. 

As usual in such cases, the opposing experts 
disagreed. Dr. Thomas Stevenson, for the gov- 
ernment, testified that in his opinion Maybrick 
had died “from the effects of a poisonous dose 
of arsenic.” Dr. Charles Tidy, for the defense, 
said he was positive that “the absence of so many 
of the usual symptoms completely negatived the 
suggestion of death from arsenical poisoning.” 

Mrs. Maybrick’s attorney, Sir Charles Russell, 
challenged the hypothesis that she had a motive 
to murder or was such a person as would poison 
her husband. Her whole behavior, he insisted, 
contradicted such a hypothesis. Death was due 
to gastritis or gastroenteritis, he asserted; the evi- 
dence was inconsistent with arsenical poisoning. 
He held that it had been virtually impossible for 
Mrs. Maybrick to have administered the arsenic.

Mrs. Florence Maybrick—"'He Has Been Delirious 
Since Sunday,”” She Wrote Mr. Brierly, “and ! 
Know He Is Pertectly Ignorant of Everything...“ 


“Maybrick took arsenic,” Sir Charles told the 
jury in his final speech. “The fly-papers had 
nothing to do with the case. If arsenic was used, 
it was not by the prisoner.” ; 

Justice Stephen charged the jury in a two-day 
harangue in which he referred to the defendant 
as “that horrible woman,” and branded her as 
the epitome of all that was loathsome and evil. 

The jury needed only 45 minutes to find her 
guilty as charged, and Justice Stephen immedi. 
ately sentenced her to be hanged. 

As workmen began to erect a scaffold: at 
Walton Jail, a world-wide movement sprang: up 
to save the doomed woman. Within a few weeks, 
hundreds of thousands of persons had signe:| 
petitions for her reprieve. This pressure became 
so Strong that, on Aug. 22, the Home Secretary, 
Henry Matthews, commuted the sentence to life 
“in as much as, although the evidence leads to the 
conclusion that the prisoner administered and 
attempted to administer arsenic to her husband 
with intent to murder him, yet it does not wholly 
exclude a reasonable doubt whether his death was 
in fact caused by the administration of arsenic.” 

The threat of hanging removed, Mrs. Maybrick 
now sought to win her freedom. Her twice-wed 
mother. the Baroness Caroline von Rocques, sold 
family lands worth a fortune and spent the pro- 
ceeds on the fight. Medical men studied the 
evidence and asserted that Maybrick had died of 
ptomaine poisoning rather than arsenic. 

Appeals were made to successive Home Sec- 
retaries and to Queen Victoria herself. All in 
vain. Florence Maybrick did not get out of prison 
until 1905, when British authorities finally decided 
She had paid her debt to society 

Soon after her release, she left England alone 
and, reverting to her maiden name, lived for a 
while in Highland Park, Il., and later in Florida. 
In 1920 or ‘21, she began living the life _of a 
recluse in a three-room shack in South Kent, 
Conn She saw very few people. and never 
answered the door when strangers came Her 
only close associates were cats, of which she 
sometimes had as many as 20. 

As the vears passed, all her resources ebbed 
away, and she had to depend upon the charity 
of her good neighbors in South Kent. To the folks 
of South Kent, she was a nice old lady who minded 
her own: business 

On the morning of Oct. 23, 1941. Howard 
Conkrite called at the shack with a boitie of milk. 
4/ RS. CHANDLER!” he called. 

with vour milk!” 

There was no response, so he opened the door 
and entered 

The old woman, who had just passed her 79th 
birthday, layedead in her bed. She had apparently 
died in her Sleep 

Thus passed Florence Maybrick, whose name 
had once been*spoken all over the world 

At her own request, she was buried on the 
grounds of South Kent School, where she had 
long been ftmends with the faculty and with 
generations of young students.

Shine Up Your Rooms

IN YOUR practical pro- 

gram of home renovation 
and brightening up for the 
winter, have you sfOpped to 
think what you might do 
with wallpaper? For in- 
stance, perhaps you have 
a room that is a bit dark, 
with window or windows 
on only one wall. Still you 
think the whole room in 
solid light color might be 
monotonous. Then why not 
try doing just the windowed 


wall in a light solid color, 
and use a figured paper on 
the other walls? QOr if you 
have a room with an irregu 
lar celling and odd juts and 
corners in the walls, an all- 
over printed design will go 
far to make them inconspic- 
uoUS. 

Don’t hesitate because you 
wonder if wallpaper is real- 
ly practical_—especially with 
youngsters around. Wash- 
able wallpaper today comes 
in designs to suit practical- 
ly every decorative scheme, 


and “washable” means just 
that-—readily washable with 
soap and water. If manu- 
facturer’s directions come 
with the wallpaper, follow 
them exactly. If not, here 
is the general idea. _ First 
make up a heavy cool suds. 
Dampen with cold water a 
small area of the paper, 
then apply suds with a 
sponge or soft cloth, keep- 
ing well within the moist- 
ened area.

Upholstered Furniture 


F, AF TER a very thorough 
fall housecleaning, your 
living room furniture still 
seems soiled and dull-look- 
ing, don’t think the only so- 
lution is an expensive re- 
covering job or a _ profes- 
sional cleaner. You can do 
a fine job on it yourself 
with dry suds, if you follow 
directions carefully. 

Dry suds are made from 
soap jelly. Soap jelly itself 
is made by simply dissolv- 
ing a half cup of packaged 
soap, shaved- bar soap or 
soap scraps in one cup of 
water and letting cool to a 
grayish jelly. When you 
are ready to tackle your 
upholstery, put some of this 
jelly into a bowl and whip 
to a thick froth, about the 
consistency of a meringue. 
This gives the cleansing ac 
tion of soap with the mini 
mum of moisture 

First brush or vacuum 
the chair, with particular 
attention to bindings, pleats, 
tuftings, and so on, where 
loose dust is apt to collect. 


the suds. with 
a brush to a small area, 
using a ctreular motion. 
Lift off soiled suds with a 
knife back or ruler, go over 
spot with a cloth wrung out 
in clear water, then with a 
dry cloth. If you work 
properly, by the time you 
finish, the piece should feel 
practically dry to the touch 
at the spot where’ you 
started You can further 
hasten drying by leaving 
the window open so. the 
breeze can help matters 
along. 

Be sure the upholstery is 
absolutely color-fast, how 
ever, you try dry 
sudsing it. AS a test, pat 
an inconspicuous spot with 
a clean cloth dampened in 
Warm water If the color 
Stands up, it is all right to 
go ahead,
